stated by the Engitweriiu/ and Mining 
Journal that the competition of bitumin- 
ous coal is assuming a grave aspect ; that 
"the anthracite companies cannot expect 
to obtain the contracts of the Eastern 
mills unless they corne down to $4 de- 
livered at Boston.'" 
Meanwhile a Boston 


report says : "The Merrimack mills closed 
their contract for 20,000 tons Clearfield 
from the same mine they have had for 
several years. 
This is a favorite con- 


tract and usually is among the first to be 
placed." 
But the increase in use of the 


cheaper bituminous coal in Eastern man- 
ufactures is partly compensated by the 
steady growth of the domestic demand, 
and partly by the rapid development of 
the anthracite trade at the West. It does 
not appear that the bituminous coals are 
likely to be furnished at any cheaper rate 
than they were last year, but the output 
of anthracite last year was larger than 
ever before, the Western demand having 
greatly increased. 
With cheap freights 


to Buffalo or Erie by several lines, and 
thence by lake to Western ports, the an- 
thracite is growing in favor with Western 
manufactures. 
Resumption of work at 


many Eastern iron establishments, as at 
the Trenton Works last week, also prom- 
ises a large demand.

SCIENTIFIC VIBCELLAXT. 


In a lecture upnn the Eskimos deliverc 


in London a few days ago, Dr. Rae ex 
pressed the opinion that this people wa 
originally an Asiatic race, who crosse 
from Siberia by Bebring's Straits. Fran 
Labrador to Alaska they speak but on 
language, with slight dialectial varintioni 
They are physically strong, have great al 
fection for tbeir children, and are iute 
ligent and faithful. 
The tallest mat 


measured by Dr. Simpson near Behriug' 
Straits was 5 feet, 104 inches, and th 
shortest was 5 feet 1 inch ; the heavies 
weighed 195 pounds, and the lightest 12 
pounds. 
An Eskimo often eats as nine 


as 8 pounds of seal or 12 pounds of, fis 
at a meal. The clothing of the people i 
made almost entirely of reindeer skins 
and their dwellings, usually suug am 
comfortable, consist of stone and mui 
kraals, wooden huts, and snow houses, ac 
cording to locality.

A late very severe epidemic of trichi- 


nosis in Germany—affecting 250 persons, 
and causing over forty deaths—has been 
traced to a single trichinous hog, whose 
flesh was er.ten raw. 
By careful investi- 


gation of this outbreak, Dr. Brouardel 
lias learned that the trichinae were most 
vigorous in tbeir attacks upon the human 
system within about twenty-four hours 
after the slaughter of the hog, and thirty- 
three per cent of those who ate the in- 
fected meat during that period died in 
consequence. 
After the first twenty- 


four hours the power of the pork worms 
to produce mischief seemed gradually to 
decrease, until when tl-.e sixth day was 
reached, sickness alone followed the eat- 
ing of the meat, without a single death. 
The medical men who treated these 
cases affirm that the trichinae were more 
successfully resisted by children than by 
adults, while old people suffered most. 
Five persons who took of the diseased 
pork had it cooked, and those persons 
were unharmed 


An ornithological congress is to be 


opened at Vienna on April 16th under 
the auspices of Crown Prince Rudolf. 
Among the important subjects 10 be con- 
sidered is that of providing iiicans for 
systematically studying in all pirts of the 
world the migrations and breeding habits, 
of birds, of which so little is now known. 
These matters are already receiving at- 
tention in a small area of the globe at a 
saries of ornithological observatories 
which the Crown Prince has caused to be 
establislred throughout Austria-Hungary.

tudes of heat and cold than is posible with 
the earth's inhabitants. This well-known 
geologist also finds it conceivable that 
sentient creature? may exist who do not 
require daily food and warmth, and who 
might be loct in the abysses of the ocean, 
or laid up on a stormy cliff through the 
tempests of an Arctic winter, or plunge in 
a volcano for a hundred years, and yet re- 
tain consciousness and thought. "Why," 
be asks, "might not psychic natures be 
enshrined 
in 
indestructible flint and 


platinum t 
These substances are no 


further from the nature of intelligence 
than carbon, hydrogen, and lime." 


Analyses of the air of the Alps have 


been made by a French and a Swiss inves- 
tigator, who have ascertained that entirely 
pure air is not to be found until a height 
of from 6,000 to 13,000 feet above the sea- 
level is reached. From the atmosphere 
of lower regions—even when seeming of 
remarkable purity—bacteria were always 
obtained, but the number of these minute 
organisms in a cubic foot of the air of the 
Swiss valleys was found to be only one 
seven thousandth as great as that in a like 
quantity of the air of Paris.
